TO FORGET © 


The 1971 State League season won't 
go down in the record books as one of 
the best seasons we've had in Victoria. 


The mediocre 
playing per- 
formances of many 
players and their 
teams, made the 
turnstiles click 
slower than they 
have ever clicked 
before as the game 
lost much of its 
spectator appeal. 


Only a few games came 
up to the standard one 
expects from a com- 
petition which has been in 
vogue for the past 14 
years. Int the early 60’s 
the State League was 
booming an was 
rewarded by many five- 
figure attendances at 
single games but which 
has since gone downhill at 
an alarming rate. 

The VSF have shown 
their awareness of the 
slide by their proposals 
and plans to reorganise 
the State League and 
Metropolitan set-up and 
although ciriticism and 
opposition is likely to be 
launched in some 
quarters, the scheme is at 
least a move to place the 
game on a better footing. 

For without such a 
move, the decline of the 
game is unlikely to be 
arrested. And certainly 
not with cheap talk and no 
action. * 

The improvement of the 
Metropolitan League 
clubs and particularly 
those of the first division 
has made real impact on 
the need for 
reorganisation and a 
more equitable deal. The 
long felt desire to bring in 
certain selected country 
sides and make the set-up 
less domesticated are 
steps which are overdue. 

jut on a more sombre 
note, it cannot be. too 
strongly emphasised that 
the top clubs and the top 
division must be given 
elbow room and not 
stifled in their bid and 


desire to make the game 
more professiona not 
only in its play but also in 
its outlook. 

But back to the State 
League clubs er- 
formances and their 


highlights, shortcomings 
and best players. 

And just before I do, I 
must mention another 
disappointing aspect of 
the season. Fify-seven 
fewer goals were scored 
in 1971 than in 1970 but 
this is a world trend in 
soccer as more and more 
coaches and clubs seem 
more concerned = at 
keeping their own goal 
intact rather than bulge 
the net of the opposition.
